Alleged Murderer of James P. McCann 
Appeared Pleased When Judge Mo- 
Elhinney Concluded His Instruc-

A verdict in the case of “Lord’'/F. Sey- 
mour Barrington, charged with the murder 
of James P.. McCann, is expected tonight. 

The case will go to the jury about 6 
o'clock. 

The taking of evidence was concluded 
Friday and Judge McElhinney charged the 
jury Saturday morning. 

At Saturday afternoon's session the argu- 
ments were begun. Prosecuting Attorney 
Rowland Johnston opened for the state. 
He spoke for 30 minutes, followed by Wil- 
ford Jones for the defense. 

During the afternoon Attorney Gardner 
for the prosecution and Shelley. Grover for 
the defense will speak and Mr. Johnston 
will again be heard for the state. 

A large crowd was present in the court- 
room Saturday morning to hear the court's 
instructions to the jury. 

After the examination of a few minor 
witnesses in rebuttal, Judge McEtrhinney 
read his instructions, which would fill a 
page of the Post-Dispatch. 

At the conclusion of the. reading Bar- 
rington, who had all along shown evidences 
of satisfaction, said: 

“The instructions of the court are sub- |

If the jury weighed the evidence 
and their instructions, as I believe it will, 


Judge McElhinney reminded the jury that 


they could find in either of three counts, 


first, murder in the first degree, penalty 
death by hanging; second, murder in the 
second degree, penalty 10 years’ imprison- 
ment: third, acquittal. 

If the jury finds that Barrington felo- 
jously and maliciously killed James Mc- 
Cann, they must find him guilty of murder 
in the first degree; if they believe Barring- 
ton killed McCann in the heat of passion 
or during a ficht, they must bring in a 
verdict of murder in the second degree. 

If there is a reasonable doubt as to the 
full identification of the body as that of 
McCann, the defendant must be found in- 
nocent. If the state has failed to show a 
motive on the part of the defendant, that, 
as well as every other cireumstance in 
favor of the defendant's innocence, must 
be given due weight.

PRESIDENT WOODRUF? WAS 
OBEDIENT TO THE LAW 


Witness Smith Explains That When 
State Laws Are Not in Harmony 
With the Church the Latter Fight 
the Enactment Through Highest 
Courts. ' 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—Calling Presi- 
dent Jos. F. Smith of the Mormon church 
to the stand today, Attorney A. 8. Wor- 
thington resumed cross-examination for the 
defense in the _ investigaticoh before the 
Senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions in the case of Senator Reed Smoot of 
Utah. Hé asked Mr. Smith if he had any 
statistics showing the proportion of polyg- 
amists inm- the Mormon pepulation. Mr. 
Smith said his recollection is that when 
the Utah commission was created in 1882 
and undertook to administer the laws of 
the territory, 12,000 polygamists were ex- 
cluded from voting. “As the women vote 
in Utah.” he said. “and as it requires two 
women to one man to form polygamy in 
the stateé\- probably the number of males 
excluded as polygamists would not be mofe 
than 4000."’ 

Senator Dubois exercised a _ right 
question the witness at this point, and said 
the population then was about 220,000, and 
of that number there were about 50,000 
Jentiles. He wanted excluded from con- 
sideration the number not in condition to 
enter a state of polygamy. He said Presi- 
dent Smith’s statement of the percentage 
in polygamy included suckling babes and 
children and that he objected to having 
Mr. Smith's statement go before the coun- 
try unchallenged. 

After a further statement of the number 
of polygamist families in Utah Mr. Smith 
read ,.f7»m an interview he gave to @ rep- 
reser tative of the Associated Press in 192 
sliuwing the following: 

‘In 1890, at the time of the late President 
Woodruft's manifesto, there were 2451 such 
families. * 

“In October, 1899, it was found that this 
number had been reduced, as follows: By 
death, 750; by removals beyond the confines 
of the republic, 63; by divorce, 95; leaving 
at that time 13. 

“It is now ascertained that 

nal number has been reduced by 1554, or 
63 per cent, leaving only -897. still living, 
and that the great majority of them are 
of advanced age.” 
Mr. Worthington asked regarding Mr. 
Smith's son, Hiram Smith, and was told 
that he is 32 vears old and has a wife 
and children, but is not a polygamist. He 
is one of the 12 apostles. The first coun- 
selor now is John R. Winder. He and his 
fellow counselor and the two = apostles 
have been appointed since Mr. Smith be- 
came president. He said he could not say 
whether these men are cohabiting with 
more than one woman, but that “they are 
reputed to be the husband of more than 
one wife.’ In reward to John Henry Smith, 
a cousin, Mr. Smith said their families 
are intimate and “I am strongly inclined 
to believe he is cohabiting with plural 
wives.’ 

Referring to Senator Balley’s questions 
yesterday in regard to the manifesto. Mr. 
Worthington read from a sermon of Pres!- 
dent Woodruff. delivered a yer after the 
manifesto. agaist plural marriages, in 
which Presi@ent Woodruff declared that he 
was moved,.and 10,000 Latter Day Saints 
were mov ed, by the spirit of God to 
abandon the practice of plural marriages.

SENDER’S STYLE RECOGNIZED 


Witnesses Say Identity Is as Clearly 
Discernible From the Sounder 
as From Handwriting.

Unsigned Message Which 
Brother-in-Law Overheard. . 

Note from operator “sending” at 
Litchefield to operater “receiving” at 
East Alton: 

“Tell Mrs. D—— to’ meet me here 
tonight. Have agent furnish ticket 
to her.’’ 

(No~ Signature.) 


A sealed verdict, rendered Friday night 
by the jury which heard the divorce suit 
filed by Mrs. Jessie Telpel against John 
F. Teipel in the Edwardsville, Ill., circuit 
court and which will be opened by Judge 
Moore at Nashville Monday, contains the 
jury's answer to the question of whether 
one operator can positively identify an un- 
signed telegraph message as it is being 
sent by another operator from another 
station. 

Mrs. Teipel, who is herself an operator, 
declares that it can be done, just as cer- 
tainly as a note can be identified by the 
handwriting of the writer. 

Teipel disputes the validity of such testi- 
mony. However, for perhaps the first 
time in the history of the courts, the evi- 
dnce was admitted, and was a part of 
that upon which the jury decided the case. 

Teipel is a telegraph operator for the 
Big Four at East Alton. His wife is tele- 
graph operator for the Big Four at .Name- 
oki. R. A. Cooper, Mrs. Teipel's brother, 
is a telegraph operator for the same rail- 
road at Hornsby. All of the stations are 
on the same circuit. 

Both Mrs. Teipel and Cooper were taught 
telegraphy by Teipel, who sought to amuse 
his wife and to help his brother-in-law. 

Mrs. Teipel alleges that one night last 
May; while her husband was in Litch- 
field he ‘‘sent’’ a note to an operator at 
East Alton, asking him to tell a woman 
acquaintance to meet him at Litchfield 
and to have the station agent at East Al- 
ton furnish her with a ticket to Litchfield. 
It was not shown that the message was 
delivered or that the woman went to 
Litchfield. ; 

The message was not signed, and no 
written memorandum of it could be pro- 
duced in court. 

Conper was called as a witness. He said 
he had overheard the message as Teipe! 
was —-. ‘tt. He heard the telegraph 
instrument his station ticking of the 
note as it was going through from sender 
to receiver, heard the address and the 
wording. There was no signature. 

Immediately the question was raised how 
he knew who was “sending’’ the message. 
He said he recognized it by the writing.’ 
He declared that he was pérfeéctly familiar 
with his brother-in-law’s manner of ‘“‘send- 
ing’’—recognized his style of making the 
dots. dashes and spaces in spelling out the 
words, and his various tricks of “style.’’ 
He declared it was as easy to identify a 
message as it passed over the wires as it 
was to identify a written message spread 
out in ink before one or to recognize a 
familiar-voice. He declared there was as 
muych individuality in the way a telegraph 
operator ‘“‘sent’’ as there was in the way a 
penman wrote—in the formation of the let- 
ters and the way in which they were 
joined or separated. 

The defense contended that this identifi- 
cation was entirely of a ‘“‘hearsay”’ nature. 
Cooper had not seen the meseage: he had 
only heard it. There was no signature, and 
he had no positive proof that Teipel was 
sending it or having it sent. * 

The plaintiff answered that not only was 
it as easy to identify a message on the 
wire as it was to identify one on a sheet 
of paver, but as easy as fitentifving a 
spoken word. Cooper maintained that he 
recognized his brother-in-law’s ‘“‘sending’’ 
as he recognized his voice, and was as 
positive who was “sending’’ the message 
as he would have heen had he heard his 
brother-in-law speaking the words which 
were ticked off. 

Mr. and Mrs. Teipel were married {n 1892. 
In 1897 the wife secured a divorcee, but on 
Jan. 14, 1898, they were remarried. Fresh 
dieagreements arose. and last, July Mrs. 
Teipel ogain asked. for a divorce.
